The figures of birth* and deaths shown In this statement 
for week ending the loth Nov. 1952, relate to 175 
towns with an estimated population of 23,556 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 281 and their population is 
84* 764 thousands. Thus 62% of the total number of towns 
representing 68% of the total population ia covered in this 
■tatement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 18,268 and 7,891 representing birth and 
death rates of 40*3 and 17 4 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A <* O ). — The data here relate to 150 
towns with an estimated population of 20,324 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal could not 
be included. The total number of towns is 235 and their 
population is 29,670 thousands. Thus 64% of the total 
number of towns representing 69% of the total oopalation 
is covered. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 16,211 and 7,083 representing birth and death 


rates of 41‘6 and 18' 1 per thousand of population 

respectively. The table at the end gives the position by 
States. 

No town rccoided a bigh death rate of 50 or over pjr 
thousand of population. 

(D) States (Part B), — The data here relate to 
25 towns with an estimated population of 3,232 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 46 and their population is 5,194 
thousands. Thus 54% of the total aulnber of towns repre- 
senting 62% of the total population is covered. Tho 
numbers of births and deaths recorded in these towns were 
2,047 and 808 representing birth and death rates of 32 ’9 
and 13 "0 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town reoorded a high death rate of 60 or over per 
thousand of population.
